end tag Bfemi aftg'the spelling error. 

5 (original): The computer-readable medium of Claim 2, wherein the third component 
for placing the proof state within the word-processor document, further comprises indicatii^ 
when die word-processor docnmenc is in a clean state. 

6 (original): The con^uter-readable medium of Claim 2, wherein the third component 
for placing the proof state within tbt word-processor document, further comprises placmg a 
spelling proof state property. 
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7 (original): The compfutcr-readable medium of Oaim 2, wherein the third con^ponent 
for placing the proof state within the word-processor document; further comprises placing a 
grammar proof slate property. 

S (currently amended): A method for indicating errors within a word-processor 
document, comprising: 

interpreting a word-processor document stored as an XML file; 

placing a first marker within the word-processor document indicating a start of at least 
one error selected fiom a grammar eiror and a spelling erro r, wherein the first marker is a single 
tag that docs not overlap the error and does not overlap other elem ents within the word-orocessor 
document: and 

placing a second marker within the word-processor document indicating an end of the at 
least one error selected from the grammar error and the spelling erro n wherein the second 
marker is a single tag that does not overiap the error and does not overlap other elem ftnte withw 
the word-processor document, 

9 (original): The mediod of Claim 8, further comprising placing a proof state within the 
word-processor documem. 

10 (original): The method of Claim 9, wh^in placing the first marker and the second 
marker within the word-processor document, further comprises placing a granunar start tag and a 
granunar end tag around any grammar error. 

1 1 (original): The method of Claim 9, wherein placing the first marker and the second 
marker within the word-processor document, iiirther conq)rises plachig a spelling start tag and a 
spelling end tag around any spelling error. 

12 (original): The method of Claim 9, wherein placing the proof state witfiin the word^ 
processor document, further comprises indicating when flie word-processor document is in a 
clean state and a ^xty state. 
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13 (original): The method of Claim 12» wherein placing the proof state witfun the woid- 
processcK- document, further comprises placing a spelling proof state property. 

14 (original): The mediod of Claun 13, wherehi placing the proof state within the word- 
pioeessor document, fiirdier comprises placing a grammar proof state prcqper^y. 

1 5 (currently amended): A system for indicating errors witiiin a word-processor 
document* comprising: 

a mariaip language file output by a word processor that includes a first marker and a 
second maricer indicating a start and an end of at least one error selected fiom a grammar error 
and a spelling error: wherein the first qaarker is a single tag that does not overl ap^th^error and 
does not oye^ap otlj^ y g l ^ent^ within the markup lanp [^">ff^ f uid wherein the second marker 
is a single tag that does not overlap^flie enxy and does not overlap other elements witfiin the 
markup language file: and 

a validation engine configured to validate the markup language file; and 

an application configured to read a markup language file created in accordance with a 
schema. 

16 (previously presented): The system of Claim 15, wherein the maricup language file 
is an XML file, 

17 (previously presented): Hie system of Claim 16, wherein the maikop language file 
fiirtber comprises a proof state. 

1 8 (original): The system of Claim 1 6, wherein the first marker and the second marker 
correspond to a grammar start tag and a grammar end tag. 

19 (original: The system of Claim 16, wherein the first maricer and the second marker 
correspond to a spelling «tart CaiS and a spelling end tag. 

20 (original): The system of Claim 17, wherein the proof state, fiirther comprises a clean 
state and a dirty state. 
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21 (original): The system of Claim 20, wberdn the proof state finth^ comprises a 
spelling proof state property and a grammar proof state proper^. 
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
